In connection wifli the Office Action^s requirement that Applicants elect among the 
alleged hydrophobic species, for which claiim 1-3, 5-7 and 10-32 are categorized as being 
generic. Applicants elect without traverse polyesters, corresponding to claims 1-32.

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As for the OfBce Action's requirement that Applicants elect among the alleged 
substance d) species, for which claims 1-3, 5-7 and 10-32 are grouped as generic, Applicants 
elect without traverse carbohydrates, corresponding to claims 1-32.
